HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in

3.  That  each  such  signalling  unit  shall  flash  no 
slower  than  60  nor  faster  than  120  times  a  minute,

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session;— 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill:

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  61  of 
the  “  Town  Planning  Act,”  being  chapter  339  of  the 
“  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  as 
amended,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following 
regulations: — 

Campbell  River  Regulated  Area  Regulations 

1.  Description. — These  regulations  apply  to  the 
area  defined  as  follows:  All  those  tracts  of  land 
lying  within  Amended  Lot  4  and  Lots  1 1  and  12 
of  District  Lot  72,  Sayward  District,  as  shown  on 
Plan  2090  on  deposit  in  the  Land  Registry  Office 
at  Victoria.

or  its  use  constitutes  a  hazard  to  the  safety  of  the 
public  or  to  the  owners  of  adjacent  property,  or  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Health  Officer  the 
building  or  its  use  constitutes  a  menace  to  public 
health. 

5.  The  approving  officer,  as  defined  in  the  “  Land 
Registry  Act,”  shall  not  approve  of  a  plan  of 
subdivision  which  does  not  comply  with  the  require¬ 
ments  prescribed  in  Regulation  6  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  Inspector. 

6.  No  land  shall  be  subdivided  into  lots  of  less 
than  one-quarter  of  an  acre  in  area  unless:- — - 

(a)  A  method  of  sewage-disposal  satisfactory  to 
the  Medical  Health  Officer  is  possible  for 
each  lot: 

( b )  Each  lot  is  at  least  seven  thousand  five 
hundred  square  feet  in  area  and,  in  addition, 
is  at  least  sixty  feet  in  width  and  at  least 
one  hundred  feet  in  depth.  Where  the  area 
which  it  is  proposed  to  subdivide  is  of  such 
a  shape,  or  the  design  of  an  adjoining  sub¬ 
division  is  such,  that  in  his  opinion  a  varia¬ 
tion  from  such  measurements  is  justified, 
the  approving  officer  may  approve  a  plan 
showing  such  variation: 

(c)  Each  lot  or  parcel  resulting  from  the  sub¬ 
division  abuts  on  a  public  highway  along 
one  full  side  of  said  lot: 

( d )  The  approving  officer  is  satisfied  that  the 
subdivision  design  is  suited  to  the  configura¬ 
tion  of  the  land  in  and  about  the  area  which 
it  is  proposed  to  subdivide  and  to  the  road 
plan  of  adjoining  subdivisions: 

(e)  All  road  allowances  in  the  subdivision  that 
in  the  opinion  of  the  approving  officer  form 
a  part  or  extension  of  the  major  road  system 
are  planned  to  permit  a  finished  grade  not 
exceeding  seven  per  cent,  and  all  other  road 
allowances  in  the  subdivision  are  planned 
to  permit  a  finished  grade  not  exceeding 
twelve  per  cent: 

(/)  All  road  allowances  in  the  subdivision  that 
in  the  opinion  of  the  approving  officer  form 
a  part  or  extension  of  the  major  road  sys¬ 
tem  are  at  least  eighty  feet  in  width,  and 
all  other  road  allowances  are  at  least  fifty 
feet  in  width.  Such  minimum  widths  shall 
be  increased  where  so  required  by  the 
approving  officer.  Where  a  proposed  sub¬ 
division  abuts  on  a  major  traffic  road,  half 


of  the  difference  between  the  existing  width 
and  the  required  width  as  detailed  by  the 
District  Engineer,  such  required  width  being 
not  less  than  eighty  feet,  shall  be  provided 
by  land  taken  from  the  subdivision: 

( g )  All  road  allowances  are  graded  and  grav¬ 
elled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  approving 
officer: 

(//)  All  structures  of  any  kind,  including  fences, 
are  removed  from  the  road  allowances. 

7.  No  person  shall  construct,  alter,  repair,  add 
to,  or  move  a  building  or  structure,  or  do  any 
plumbing  work  thereon,  or  install  a  sewage-disposal 
system,  without  obtaining  a  permit  therefor  from 
the  Inspector. 

8.  (1)  The  application  for  a  permit,  together 
with  such  plans  and  other  information  as  the 
Inspector  requires,  shall  be  examined  by  him,  and 
if  it  appears  to  him  that  the  proposed  construction 
will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  these  regula¬ 
tions  and  all  other  laws  applicable  thereto,  the 
Inspector  shall  issue  the  building  permit,  and  not 
otherwise,  except  as  provided  in  Regulation  29 
hereof. 

(2)  Fees  for  a  permit  for  construction,  altera¬ 
tion,  repair,  addition  to,  or  moving  of  a  building 
or  structure  shall  be  according  to  the  scale  of  fees 
in  section  6  of  the  Village  of  Campbell  River  Build¬ 
ing  By-law  No.  9;  fees  for  a  plumbing  permit  shall 
be  as  set  out  in  section  2.2.6  of  the  Campbell  River 
Plumbing  By-law;  and  the  fee  for  a  permit  for 
construction  of  a  septic  tank  and  disposal-field  shall 
be  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ($1.50).  Such  fees 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Inspector  at  the  time  of  issu¬ 
ance  of  the  permit. 

9.  (1)  No  dwelling  shall  be  erected  on  a  parcel 
of  land  less  than  seven  thousand  five  hundred 
square  feet  in  area  or  less  than  sixty  lineal  feet  in 
frontage  or  width,  except  where  the  subdivision 
into  parcels  of  less  area  and  dimensions  has  been 
made  prior  to  the  date  of  these  regulations  or  as 
provided  in  Regulation  5  hereof,  and  on  a  larger 
parcel  there  shall  be  no  more  than  one  dwelling 
for  each  seven  thousand  five  hundred  square  feet 
of  said  parcel.  Where  two  or  more  dwellings  are 
erected  on  a  parcel,  they  shall  be  located  as  if 
each  were  on  a  separate  lot  subdivided  according 
to  these  regulations. 

(2)  Structural  details  shall  comply  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Parts  III,  IV,  and  V  of  the  Campbell 
River  By-law  No.  9,  except  as  otherwise  required 
herein;  plumbing  installations  shall  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  Part  4  of  Campbell  River  Plumb¬ 
ing  By-law;  and  sewage-disposal  systems  shall 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  Part  7  of  Campbell 
River  Plumbing  By-law,  except  that  the  capacity 
of  a  septic  tank  below  the  invert  of  the  outlet  pipe 
shall  be  not  less  than  four  hundred  gallons. 

(3)  Any  building  intended  for  human  habitation 
shall  have  a  floor  area  of  not  less  than  eight  hun¬ 
dred  square  feet  per  housekeeping  unit. 

(4)  The  window  area  in  any  room  intended  or 
used  for  human  habitation  shall  be  at  least  one- 
tenth  the  floor  area. 

(5)  Where  adequate  sewage-disposal  and  suffi¬ 
cient  water  facilities  are  available,  every  building 
used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  human  habitation 
shall  be  provided  with  at  least  one  sink  and  one 
toilet  and  one  bathtub  or  shower  properly  con¬ 
nected  to  the  approved  sewage-disposal  system. 

(6)  Where  land  is  occupied  or  is  to  be  occupied 
by  more  than  three  dwellings  per  acre  or  by  more 
than  three  families  per  acre,  if  a  sufficient  water- 
supply  is  available,  flush-toilets  draining  into  septic 
tanks  or  otherwise  satisfactory  to  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  shall  be  provided. 

(7)  Where  privies  are  permitted,  they  shall  con¬ 
form  to  the  requirements  of  section  16  (/)  of  the 
Regulations  for  the  Sanitary  Control  of  Industrial 
Camps. 

10.  (1)  Tourist  camps  are  exempted  from  the 
requirements  of  clauses  (1)  and  (3)  of  Regulation 
9  hereof. 

(2)  Tourist  camps  shall  be  located  only  on  sites 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeal. 
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(3)  Tourist  camps  shall  not  be  occupied  by 
other  than  transient  guests  or  bona  fide  tourists 
without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

(4)  Any  installation,  erection,  or  use  of  electri¬ 
cal  equipment  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  of 
the  “  Electrical  Energy  Inspection  Act.” 

(5)  All  structures  shall  conform  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act  ”  and  with  any 
regulations  pursuant  thereto. 

(6)  No  building  shall  be  used  for  a  purpose 
other  than  that  for  which  a  permit  was  issued, 
except  with  the  written  permission  of  the  Inspector, 
and  then  only  when  such  alternate  use  is  one 
permitted  by  these  regulations. 

11.  (1)  The  Inspector  may  withhold  a  permit 
for  or  order  the  removal  of  any  structure  when  he 
deems  it  necessary  in  the  interests  of  health  or 
safety;  the  Inspector,  in  his  order  for  removal, 
shall  name  a  time  by  which  such  structure  shall  be 
removed  and  give  the  reasons  for  requiring  said 
removal. 

(2)  The  Inspector  shall  not  issue  a  permit  for 
any  work  on  a  building  or  structure  constructed  or 
to  be  constructed  on  or  moved  on  to  a  parcel  of 
land  smaller  than  is  required  by  these  regulations 
unless  said  parcel  was  on  record  before  the  date  of 
these  regulations  or  is  part  of  a  subdivision  plan 
regularly  approved  by  the  approving  officer. 

12.  If  a  permittee  has  not  commenced  to  exer¬ 
cise  his  rights  under  the  permit  within  six  months 
from  date  of  issue,  the  permit  shall  expire. 

13.  Where  a  person  obtains  a  permit,  he  shall 
carry  out  the  construction  or  moving  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  on  which  the  permit  is  based,  and 
not  otherwise,  and  shall  complete  exterior  finish 
according  to  an  approved  plan  within  eighteen 
months  of  the  issuance  of  the  building  permit. 

14.  The  Inspector  shall  have  power  to  enter  any 
building  or  premises  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties. 

15.  If  any  person  is  erecting  or  has  erected  a 
building  or  structure,  or  is  installing  or  has  installed 
plumbing  or  a  sewage-disposal  system,  or  is  doing 
any  work,  without  a  permit  as  required  herein,  or 
that  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifi¬ 
cations  on  which  the  permit  is  based,  the  Inspector 
may: — 

(a)  Order  that  person  to  cease  work  thereon;  or 

( b )  Order  that  person  to  conform  to  the  plans 
and  specifications;  or 

(c)  Order  that  person  to  remove  the  building, 
structure,  or  installation  within  a  time-limit 
to  be  stated  in  the  order;  or 

(4)  Order  that  person  to  restore  the  premises  to 
the  condition  they  were  in  before  the  said 
unauthorized  work  was  commenced. 

16.  (1)  Where  the  Inspector  finds  a  building  or 
structure  to  be  in  a  dangerous  condition,  he  may 
order  the  owner  to  make  such  repairs  or  reconstruc¬ 
tion  as  the  Inspector  considers  necessary  to  put  said 
building  into  a  safe  condition.  If  in  his  opinion 
the  existing  building  cannot  be  satisfactorily  re¬ 
paired,  or  if  the  owner  refuses  or  neglects  to  carry 
out  the  repairs  or  reconstruction  ordered  by  the 
Inspector,  the  Inspector  may  order  the  building 
demolished  by  a  date  specified  in  the  order. 

(2)  Where  a  building  erected  before  the  date 
of  these  regulations  is  not  in  conformity  with  the 
requirements  specified  in  Regulation  9  hereof  for 
new  buildings,  the  Inspector  may,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeal,  order  the  owner 
to  make  such  alterations  or  additions  or  do  any¬ 
thing  that  may  be  necessary  to  bring  said  building 
into  conformity  with  these  regulations  by  a  date 
to  be  specified  in  the  order. 

17.  Every  person  to  whom  an  order  is  directed 
pursuant  to  these  regulations  shall  obey  the  order. 

18.  ( 1 )  The  area  is  classified  as  a  residential 
district  in  which  no  person  shall  use  land  or  build¬ 
ings  for  purposes  other  than: — 

(a)  Residence,  churches,  schools,  community 
halls,  hospitals,  non-commercial  greenhouses, 
and  other  uses  deemed  by  the  Board  of 
Appeal  to  come  within  the  meaning  of 
“  customary  residential  uses  ”: 


( b )  Agricultural,  horticultural,  and  related  uses; 
provided  that  whenever  any  such  use  creates 
or  in  his  opinion  is  likely  to  create  a  public 
nuisance,  the  Inspector  may  refuse  a  permit 
or  order  its  discontinuance: 

(c)  Accessory  buildings  located  in  a  rear  yard, 
and  uses  customarily  incident  to  the  above 
uses;  provided  that  a  building  to  shelter 
domestic  animals  shall  be  situated  not  less 
than  one  hundred  feet  from  any  well, 
spring,  or  creek,  and  as  far  from  a  dwelling 
on  the  same  lot  and  the  nearest  dwelling  of 
any  adjacent  lot  as  the  shape  and  size  of 
the  lot  on  which  it  is  situated  permits. 

(2)  The  keeping  of  animals  or  fowl  for  breeding 
or  commercial  purposes  where  such  use  exists  at  the 
date  of  the  coming  into  effect  of  these  regulations 
may  be  continued  as  a  non-conforming  use  and 
shall  be  subject  to  Regulation  22  hereof,  but  no 
similar  use  shall  be  established  hereafter. 

(3)  No  person  shall  erect  a  building  on  a  site 
except  in  compliance  with  the  following  condi¬ 
tions: — 

(a)  The  height  of  the  building  shall  not  exceed 
thirty-five  feet  or  two  and  a  half  stories: 

( b )  A  building  to  be  used  for  human  habitation 
shall  have  a  floor  area  at  least  eight  hundred 
square  feet: 

(c)  No  building-site  shall  be  occupied  by  build¬ 
ings  to  more  than  thirty-three  per  cent  of 
its  area: 

(cl)  A  rear  yard  shall  be  provided  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  lot  depth, 
and  it  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  twenty- 
five  feet  in  depth: 

( e )  Two  side  yards  shall  be  provided,  each  of 
which  shall  be  not  less  in  width  than  ten 
per  cent  of  the  width  of  the  site  or  five 
feet,  whichever  is  greater;  provided  that  no 
side  yard  need  exceed  ten  feet  in  width; 
and  further  provided  that  where  a  building 
is  not  served  by  a  side  or  rear  lane,  one  side 
yard  shall  be  at  least  ten  feet  in  width  and 
unobstructed  and  open  to  the  sky: 

(/)  On  a  corner  lot  at  the  rear  of  which  are  lots 
fronting  on  the  flanking  street,  the  yard 
paralleling  and  adjacent  to  the  flanking 
street  shall  extend  the  full  depth  of  the  lot 
and  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty-five  feet 
wide,  unless  otherwise  permitted  by  the 
Board  of  Appeal  and  the  consent  of  the 
Minister  of  Highways,  in  which  case  it  shall 
be  not  less  than  twelve  and  a  half  feet  wide: 

( g )  A  front  yard  shall  be  provided  not  less  than 
twenty-five  feet  in  depth. 

19.  The  height  limitations  prescribed  herein  shall 
not  apply  to  chimneys,  towers,  and  spires  occupying 
less  than  seven  per  cent  of  the  site  area,  nor  shall 
they  apply  to  windmills,  silos,  grain-elevators,  and 
similar  structures. 

20.  (1)  No  person  shall  erect  a  building  on  a 
lot  so  that  any  main  wall,  other  than  projecting 
steps,  will  be  nearer  a  highway  than  twenty-five 
feet,  unless  approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Minister  of  Highways. 

(2)  Side  yards  shall  be  unoccupied  and  unob¬ 
structed  by  buildings. 

21.  (1 )  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Regu¬ 
lation  18  hereof,  a  tourist  camp  may  be  established 
in  the  area  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Appeal,  but  no  part  shall  be  used  as  a  permanent 
residence  unless  it  complies  with  the  height,  yard, 
and  area  requirements  of  said  Regulation  18. 

(2)  No  soil  or  gravel  shall  be  removed  from,  or 
garbage  or  industrial  waste  deposited  on,  any  lands 
in  the  area  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of 
Appeal,  which  may  state  the  terms  and  conditions 
on  which  the  consent  is  granted. 

(3)  Where  permission  to  conduct  uses  as  refer¬ 
red  to  in  this  regulation,  or  where  an  appeal  under 
the  provisions  of  Regulation  23,  has  been  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Appeal,  the  applicant  shall  com¬ 
mence  to  exercise  the  rights  so  granted  within  six 
months  of  the  date  of  the  granting  thereof  or  such 
rights  shall  expire.

22.  (1)  Any  use  of  land  or  buildings  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  Regulation  18,  but  which 
existed  prior  to  the  coming  into  effect  of  these 
regulations,  may  be  continued,  unless  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Medical  Health  Officer  and  the  Inspector 
such  continuance  is  prejudicial  to  the  public  health 
or  safety. 

(2)  No  non-conforming  use  which  has  been 
discontinued  for  thirty  days  shall  be  renewed. 

(3)  The  lawful  use  of  a  building  existing  at  the 
time  of  the  coming  into  effect  of  these  regulations, 
although  such  use  does  not  conform  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Regulation  18,  may  be  extended  through¬ 
out  the  building,  but  no  structural  alterations  shall 
be  made  nor  shall  the  non-conforming  use  be 
carried  beyond  the  limits  of  the  existing  building. 

23.  ( 1 )  Except  in  the  case  of  subdivision  re¬ 
quirements  in  respect  of  which  provision  for  appeal 
is  made  in  the  “  Land  Registry  Act,”  any  person 
who  considers  that  any  refusal  to  grant  him  a  per¬ 
mit,  or  any  order  issued  to  him  under  these  regu¬ 
lations,  will  cause  him  undue  hardship  shall  have 
a  right  of  appeal  by  way  of  a  hearing  before  the 
Board  of  Appeal. 

(2)  Any  person  exercising  the  right  of  appeal 
shall  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Appeal 
within  ten  days  of  the  giving  of  any  decision  under 
the  foregoing  regulations  a  written  notice  of  appeal 
therefrom,  which  shall  state  clearly  the  grounds 
upon  which  the  appeal  is  made.  The  appellant 
shall  therein  give  an  address  to  which  all  notices 
may  be  mailed. 

(3)  The  Secretary  shall  notify  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Appeal  of  said  notice  of  appeal;  the 
said  Chairman  shall  set  a  date  for  the  hearing  of 
the  appeal,  which  shall  be  within  ten  days  of  the 
filing  of  the  notice  of  appeal.  Four  days’  notice  of 
the  said  hearing  shall  be  mailed  by  the  Secretary, 
by  registered  mail,  to  the  appellant,  posted  to  the 
address  given  in  said  notice  of  appeal,  and  to 
such  other  persons  as  may  be  designated  by  said 
Chairman. 

24.  (1)  The  Board  of  Appeal  shall  be  the  Board 
of  Appeal  established  for  the  Village  of  Campbell 
River  in  connection  with  the  zoning  by-law  of  said 
village. 

(2)  In  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation,  or 
removal  from  office  of  any  member  of  the  Board, 
and  until  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  such 
member,  the  remaining  members  shall  constitute 
the  Board. 

25.  The  Board  of  Appeal  may  hear  witnesses  and 
take  any  other  steps  it  may  consider  necessary  to 
ensure  a  proper  consideration. 

26.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  shall 
have  authority  to  administer  oaths  to  the  witnesses 
on  the  appeal. 

27.  In  disposing  of  appeals  the  Board  of  Appeal 
may  make  such  relaxations  of  these  regulations,  or 
of  any  order  issued  pursuant  to  these  regulations, 
as  the  Board  of  Appeal  considers  necessary  to 
ensure  substantial  justice,  except  that  a  change  of 
classification  of  any  district  or  part  thereof  or  the 
permitting  of  a  new  use  may  be  made  only  by  the 
Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs  on  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

28.  The  decision  in  writing  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  attending  a  regu¬ 
larly  called  meeting  shall  be  the  decision  of  the 
Board,  and  the  Board  shall  not  be  required  to 
readjudicate  the  same  appeal  on  the  same  set  of 
facts. 

29.  Where  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeal 
relaxes  any  of  the  regulations  herein,  it  shall  be 
competent  for  the  Inspector  to  issue  a  permit  or  an 
order  conforming  to  said  decision. 

30.  The  Village  Clerk  shall  act  as  Secretary  to 
the  Board  of  Appeal  and  shall  keep  a  record  of 
proceedings  of  all  meetings  of  said  Board.  He 
shall  forward  a  copy  of  the  decision  of  the  Board 
in  respect  of  any  appeal  to  the  appellant  concerned. 

31.  Every  person  who  fails  to  carry  out  any 
provisions  of  an  order  issued  pursuant  to  these 
regulations  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  and  shall 
be  liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  ten  days 
or  part  thereof  such  violation  continues. 
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“TOWN  PLANNING  ACT” 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  61  of 
the  “  Town  Planning  Act,”  being  chapter  339  of  the 
“Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  as 
amended,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following 
regulations: — 

Regulations  Applicable  to  Thetis 
Regulated  Area 

1.  These  regulations  apply  to  the  area  defined 
as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  north-east  corner 
of  District  Lot  107,  Esquimalt  Land  District;  thence 
in  a  north-westerly  direction  along  the  north-east¬ 
erly  boundaries  of  District  Lots  107  and  108  to  the 
intersection  with  the  southerly  boundary  of  High¬ 
land  Land  District;  thence  northerly  along  the 
easterly  boundary  of  Sections  1  and  2,  Range  2 
west,  Highland  Land  District,  to  the  north-east 
corner  of  said  Section  2,  Range  2  west;  thence 
westerly  along  the  northerly  boundary  of  said 
Section  2  to  the  north-west  corner  thereof;  thence 
southerly  along  the  westerly  boundaries  of  said 
Sections  1  and  2,  Range  2  west,  to  the  south-west 
corner  of  said  Section  1 ;  thence  westerly  along  the 
southerly  boundary  of  Highland  Land  District  to 
the  intersection  with  the  easterly  limit  of  Mill- 
stream  Road;  thence  southerly  along  the  easterly 
limit  of  Millstream  Road  to  the  intersection  with 
the  northerly  limit  of  the  Island  Highway;  thence 
north-easterly  along  said  northerly  limit  to  the 
intersection  with  the  middle  line  of  Mill  Stream; 
thence  following  said  middle  line  to  the  intersection 
with  the  easterly  boundary  of  District  Lot  108, 
Esquimalt  Land  District;  thence  easterly  at  right 
angles  to  said  boundary  to  a  point  on  the  easterly 
boundary  of  District  Lot  107,  Esquimalt  Land 
District;  thence  northerly  along  the  easterly  bound¬ 
ary  of  said  District  Lot  107  to  the  north-east  corner 
of  said  lot,  being  the  point  of  commencement. 

2.  The  area  defined  in  Regulation  1  is  hereinafter 
called  the  “  area  ”  and  shall  be  known  as  the 
“  Thetis  Regulated  Area.” 

3.  There  shall  be  an  Inspector  for  the  area 
appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs. 

4.  The  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall  be 
enforced  by  the  Inspector,  who  may  issue  an  order 
within  the  scope  of  section  61  of  the  “  Town  Plan¬ 
ning  Act  ”  requiring  an  owner,  agent,  lessee,  or 
occupier  of  any  premises  to  comply  with  any  pro¬ 
vision  of  these  regulations  within  such  time  as  may 
be  named  in  the  order. 

5.  Nothing  in  these  regulations  shall  require  the 
removal,  alteration,  or  abandonment  of,  nor  pre¬ 
vent  continuance  of  the  use  or  occupancy  of,  a 
building  existing  prior  to  the  coming  into  effect  of 
these  regulations,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Inspector  the  building  or  its  use  constitutes  a  hazard 
to  safety,  or  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Health 
Officer  the  building  or  its  use  constitutes  a  menace 
to  public  health,  or  the  building  is  in  a  dilapidated 
or  neglected  condition. 

6.  The  approving  officer,  as  defined  in  the  “  Land 
Registry  Act,”  shall  not  approve  of  a  plan  of 
subdivision  that  does  not  conform  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  Regulation  7  and  8  hereof  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  Inspector,  except  where 
provision  for  the  relaxation  of  said  regulations  is 
made  herein. 

7.  No  land  shall  be  subdivided  into  lots  or 
parcels  for  building  purposes  unless: — 

(a)  A  method  of  sewage-disposal  satisfactory  to 
the  Medical  Health  Officer  is  possible  for 
each  lot: 

(b)  Each  lot  in  a  residence  class  district  is  at 
least  seven  thousand  five  hundred  square 
feet  in  area  and,  in  addition,  is  at  least  sixty 
feet  in  width  and  at  least  one  hundred  feet 
in  depth,  or  in  a  commercial  or  industrial 
district  is  at  least  thirty  feet  in  width  and 
at  least  one  hundred  feet  in  depth.  Where 
the  area  which  it  is  proposed  to  subdivide 
is  of  such  a  shape,  or  the  design  of  an 
adjoining  subdivision  is  such,  that  in  his 
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opinion  a  variation  from  such  measurements 
is  justified,  the  approving  officer  may  ap¬ 
prove  a  plan  showing  such  variation: 

(c)  Each  lot  or  parcel  resulting  from  the  sub¬ 
division  abuts  on  a  public  highway  along 
one  full  side  of  said  lot: 

(</)  The  approving  officer  is  satisfied  that  the 
subdivision  design  is  suited  to  the  configura¬ 
tion  of  the  land  in  and  about  the  area  which 
it  is  proposed  to  subdivide  and  to  the  road 
plan  of  adjoining  subdivisions: 

( e )  All  road  allowances  in  the  subdivision  that 
in  the  opinion  of  the  approving  officer  form 
a  part  or  extension  of  the  major  road  system 
are  planned  to  permit  a  finished  grade  not 
exceeding  seven  per  cent,  and  all  other  road 
allowances  in  the  subdivision  are  planned  to 
permit  a  finished  grade  not  exceeding  twelve 
per  cent: 

(/)  Road  allowances  are  not  less  than  the  width 
prescribed  in  Schedule  A  hereof  for  the  road 
category  in  which  they  are  placed  by  the 
approving  officer;  and  in  the  case  of  an 
existing  road  alongside  the  proposed  sub¬ 
division  which  is  of  less  width  than  pre¬ 
scribed  for  its  category  as  aforesaid,  the 
subdivision  plan  is  designed  to  provide  at 
least  half  the  difference  between  the  existing 
width  and  such  prescribed  width;  provided 
that  where  highway  plans  or  other  condi¬ 
tions  require  a  greater  width,  as  indicated 
by  the  approving  officer,  provision  for  such 
width  shall  be  made  in  a  similar  manner: 

(g)  All  road  allowances  are  graded  and  gravel¬ 
led  and  all  appurtenant  works  done  as 
required  by  the  approving  officer: 

(/i )  All  structures  of  any  kind,  including  fences, 
are  removed  from  the  road  allowances: 

(/)  The  land  is  not  swamp  land  and  is  not  sub¬ 
ject  to  intermittent  or  periodic  flooding. 

8.  The  subdivision  of  land  in  rural  class  districts 
into  parcels  of  less  than  two  acres  shall  not  be 
approved  except  on  the  recommendation  in  writing 
of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

Building  Regulations 

9.  No  person  shall  commence  the  erection  of,  or 
an  alteration  or  addition  to,  or  a  repair  affecting 
the  structural  stability  of,  a  building,  structure,  or 
fence  over  six  feet  in  height,  or  the  installation  of 
plumbing  in  any  building  or  structure,  or  the  instal¬ 
lation  or  construction  of  a  septic  tank  or  sewage- 
disposal  system  in  the  area,  without  first  obtaining 
a  permit  in  respect  thereof  from  the  Inspector. 

10.  No  person  shall  move  a  building  or  struc¬ 
ture,  other  than  small  accessory  buildings  or  struc¬ 
tures  within  a  rural  class  district,  within  or  to  any 
part  of  the  area  without  first  obtaining  a  permit 
in  respect  thereof  from  the  Inspector. 

11.  (1)  Before  considering  an  application  for  a 
permit,  the  Inspector  shall  require  the  applicant 
to  furnish  evidence  of  compliance  with  Regulation 
7  (g)  hereof  in  addition  to  such  plans,  specifica¬ 
tions,  and  other  information  as  he  thinks  proper. 

(2)  The  application  for  a  permit,  together  with 
such  plans  and  other  information  as  the  Inspector 
requires,  shall  be  examined  by  him,  and  if  it 
appears  to  him  that  such  plans  and  other  informa¬ 
tion  are  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of 
these  regulations  and  all  other  laws  applicable 
thereto,  the  Inspector  shall  issue  the  building  permit 
upon  receipt  of  the  required  permit  fee  as  specified 
in  Schedule  C  hereof,  and  not  otherwise,  except  as 
provided  in  Regulation  38  hereof. 

12.  (1)  Any  building  intended  for  human  or 
animal  habitation,  or  as  a  place  where  people  may 
congregate,  such  as  a  community  hall,  dance-hall, 
or  similar  use,  or  as  a  food-catering  establishment, 
shall  have  provision  made  for  sewage-disposal  satis¬ 
factory  to  the  Medical  Health  Officer,  and  the 
water-supply  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Medical 
Health  Officer. 

(2)  There  shall  be  at  least  seven  thousand  five 
hundred  square  feet  of  area  and  at  least  sixty  feet 
of  frontage  in  a  registered  parcel  of  land  for  any 
and  every  single-family  residence  erected  thereon, 
except  where  subdivision  into  parcels  of  less  area 
or  width  has  been  made  and  registered  prior  to  the 


coming  into  effect  of  these  regulations,  and  where 
two  dwellings  or  more  are  erected  on  a  parcel  of 
land  exceeding  fifteen  thousand  square  feet  in  area, 
they  shall  be  located  as  if  each  were  on  a  separate 
lot  created  by  resubdivision  of  said  parcel  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  requirements  of  these  regulations. 

(3)  Structural  details  shall  comply  with  the 
National  Building  Code  of  Canada,  1953,  except 
as  otherwise  required  herein;  plumbing  installa¬ 
tions  shall  comply  with  sections  7.1  to  7.29,  in¬ 
clusive,  of  said  National  Building  Code;  and 
sewage-disposal  systems  and  septic  tanks  shall  com¬ 
ply  with  the  requirements  of  Schedule  B  hereof. 

(4)  Any  building  intended  for  human  habitation 
as  a  single-family  dwelling  shall  have  a  floor  area 
conforming  to  the  provisions  of  Regulation  23 
hereof;  any  building  intended  for  human  habitation 
as  a  two-family  dwelling  shall  have  a  floor  area 
conforming  to  the  provisions  of  Regulation  24 
hereof;  living-quarters  above  stores  or  in  multiple 
dwellings  shall  have  a  floor  area  of  not  less  than 
four  hundred  square  feet  per  housekeeping  unit. 

(5)  The  window  area  in  any  room  intended  or 
used  for  human  habitation  shall  be  at  least  one- 
tenth  the  flood  area. 

(6)  Where  adequate  sewage-disposal  and  suffi¬ 
cient  water  facilities  are  available,  every  building 
used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  human  habitation 
shall  be  provided  with  at  least  one  sink  and  one 
toilet  and  one  bathtub  or  shower  properly  con¬ 
nected  to  the  approved  sewage-disposal  system. 

(7)  Where  land  is  occupied  or  is  to  be  occupied 
by  more  than  three  dwellings  per  acre  or  by  more 
than  three  families  per  acre,  if  a  sufficient  water- 
supply  is  available,  flush-toilets  draining  into  septic 
tanks  or  otherwise  satisfactory  to  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  shall  be  provided. 

(8)  Where  privies  are  permitted,  they  shall  con¬ 
form  to  the  requirements  of  section  16  (/)  of  the 
Regulations  for  the  Sanitary  Control  of  Industrial 
Camps. 

(9)  All  buildings  other  than  small  accessory 
buildings,  such  as  private  garages  or  hen-houses, 
shall  be  supported  on  walls  of  masonry  or  rein¬ 
forced  concrete,  conforming  to  the  provisions  of 
clauses  (a),  ( b ),  and  (c)  of  section  4. 2. 2. 6.1  of  the 
National  Building  Code  of  Canada,  1953. 

13.  (1)  Tourist  camps  shall  be  located  only  on 
sites  approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

(2)  Tourist  camps  shall  not  be  occupied  by 
other  than  transient  guests  or  bona  fide  tourists 
without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

(3)  Any  installation,  erection,  or  use  of  electri¬ 
cal  equipment  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  of 
the  “  Electrical  Energy  Inspection  Act.” 

(4)  All  structures  shall  conform  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act  ”  and  with  any 
regulations  pursuant  thereto. 

(5)  No  building  shall  be  used  for  a  purpose 
other  than  that  for  which  a  permit  was  issued, 
except  with  the  written  permission  of  the  Inspector. 

14.  (1)  The  Inspector  may  withhold  a  permit 
for  or  order  the  removal  of  any  building,  structure, 
or  fence,  the  existence  of  which  is  in  his  opinion 
a  menace  to  public  safety.  The  Inspector,  in  his 
order  for  removal,  shall  name  a  time  by  which 
such  building,  structure,  or  fence  shall  be  removed 
and  give  the  reasons  for  requiring  such  removal. 

(2)  The  Inspector  shall  not  issue  a  permit  for 
any  work  on  a  building  constructed  or  to  be  con¬ 
structed  on  or  moved  to  a  parcel  of  land  smaller 
than  is  required  by  the  provisions  of  these  regula¬ 
tions  unless  said  parcel  was  on  record  before  the 
coming  into  effect  of  these  regulations  or  is  a  part 
of  a  subdivision  plan  regularly  approved  by  the 
approving  officer. 

15.  If  a  permittee  has  not  commenced  to  exer¬ 
cise  his  rights  under  the  permit  within  six  months 
from  date  of  issue,  the  permit  shall  expire. 

16.  Where  a  person  obtains  a  permit,  he  shall 
carry  out  the  construction  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  on  which  the  permit  is  based,  and  not  other¬ 
wise. 

17.  The  Inspector  shall  have  power  to  enter 
upon  and  inspect  every  building  in  course  of  con¬ 
struction  in  the  area. 
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18.  If  any  person  is  erecting  a  building,  struc¬ 
ture,  or  fence  over  six  feet  in  height  without  a 
permit,  or  that  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  plans 
and  specifications  on  which  the  permit  is  based, 
the  Inspector  may: — 

(a)  Order  that  person  to  cease  building;  or 

( b )  Order  that  person  to  conform  to  the  plans 
and  specifications;  or 

(c)  Order  that  person  to  remove  the  building, 
structure,  or  fence  within  a  time-limit  to  be 
stated  in  the  order. 

19.  Where  the  Inspector  finds  a  building,  struc¬ 
ture,  or  fence  to  be: — 

(a)  In  a  dangerous  condition,  he  may  order  the 
owner  to  make  such  repairs  or  reconstruc¬ 
tion  as  he  considers  necessary  to  put  said 
building,  structure,  or  fence  into  a  safe 
condition.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Building 
Inspector,  the  existing  building  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  repaired,  or  if  the  owner  re¬ 
fuses  or  neglects  to  carry  out  the  repairs  or 
reconstruction  ordered  by  the  Inspector,  the 
Inspector  may  order  the  building  demolished 
by  a  date  specified  in  the  order: 

(b)  Not  in  conformity  with  the  requirements 
specified  in  section  12  hereof  for  new  build¬ 
ings,  he  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Appeal,  order  the  owner  to  make 
such  alterations  or  additions  or  do  anything 
that  may  be  necessary  to  bring  said  building 
into  conformity  with  these  regulations  by  a 
date  to  be  specified  in  the  order. 

20.  Every  person  to  whom  an  order  is  directed 
pursuant  to  these  regulations  shall  obey  the  order. 

Zoning 

21.  The  area  is  divided  into  districts  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  classes: — 

(a)  “  Rural,”  shown  uncoloured  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  area  bordered  red  on  a 
plan  bearing  the  words  “  This  is  the  plan 
referred  to  in  Regulation  20,  clause  (a),  of 
the  regulations  applying  to  the  Thetis  Regu¬ 
lated  Area,”  and  signed  by  the  Minister  of 
Municipal  Affairs,  deposited  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Municipal  Affairs: 

(b)  “  ‘A’  Residence,”  coloured  yellow  on  said 
plan: 

(c)  “  ‘  B  ’  Residence,”  coloured  orange  on  said 
plan: 

(d)  “  Commercial,”  coloured  purple  on  said 
plan: 

( e )  “Industrial,”  coloured  grey  on  said  plan. 

22.  In  a  rural  class  district: — 

( 1 )  No  person  shall  use  land  for  purposes  other 
than: — 

(a)  Agricultural  uses,  which  shall  include  horti¬ 
cultural  and  associated  uses: 

( b )  Residence  uses  as  permitted  in  Regulation 
23  hereof: 

(c)  Small  industries  for  the  primary  utilization 
of  natural  products: 

(d)  Other  uses  deemed  by  the  Board  of  Appeal 
to  be  rural  in  nature,  but  not  retail  stores 
and  similar  commercial  uses,  or  factories. 

(2)  Subdivision  plans  showing  lots  of  less  than 
two  acres  shall  not  be  approved  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

23.  In  an  “A”  Residence  class  district: — 

(1)  No  person  shall  use  land  for  uses  other 
than: — 

(a)  Single-family  residences,  churches,  schools, 
community  halls,  non-commercial  green¬ 
houses,  and  other  uses  deemed  by  the  Board 
of  Appeal  to  come  within  the  meaning  of 
“customary  single-family  residential  uses  ”: 

( b )  Uses  permitted  in  section  22,  subsection  (1), 
clauses  (a)  and  (d),  other  than  the  keeping 
of  animals  or  fowl  for  breeding  or  com¬ 
mercial  purposes;  provided  that  where  a 
rural  use  creates  or  is  likely  to  create  a 
public  nuisance,  the  Medical  Health  Officer 
may  order  its  discontinuance: 

(c)  Accessory  buildings  located  in  a  rear  yard 
and  uses  customarily  incident  to  the  above 
uses;  provided  that  a  building  to  shelter 
domestic  animals  must  be  situated  not  less 
than  one  hundred  feet  from  any  well,  spring, 


or  creek,  and  as  far  from  a  dwelling  on  the 
same  lot  and  the  nearest  dwelling  on  any 
adjacent  lot  as  the  shape  and  size  of  the  lot 
on  which  it  is  situated  permits. 

(2)  The  keeping  of  animals  or  fowl  for  breeding 
or  commercial  purposes  where  such  use  existed  on 
July  24th,  1948,  may  be  continued  as  a  non-con¬ 
forming  use  and  shall  be  subject  to  Regulation  30 
hereof,  but  no  similar  use  shall  be  established 
hereafter;  provided,  however,  that  this  shall  not 
apply  to  the  keeping  of  pets  unless  the  Board  of 
Appeal  otherwise  decides. 

(3)  No  person  shall  erect  or  place  a  building  on 
a  site  unless  there  is  compliance  with  the  following 
conditions: — 

( a )  The  height  of  a  building  shall  not  exceed 
thirty-five  feet  or  two  and  a  half  stories: 

( b )  No  building-site  shall  be  occupied  by  build¬ 
ings  to  more  than  thirty-three  per  cent  of 
its  area: 

(c)  A  building  to  be  used  for  human  habitation 
shall  have  a  floor  area  of  at  least  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  square  feet: 

(d)  A  rear  yard  shall  be  provided  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  lot  depth, 
and  it  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  twenty- 
five  feet  in  depth: 

( e )  Two  side  yards  shall  be  provided,  each  of 
which  shall  be  not  less  in  width  than  ten 
per  cent  of  the  width  of  the  site  or  five  feet, 
whichever  is  greater;  provided  that  no  side 
yard  need  exceed  ten  feet  in  width;  and 
further  provided  that  where  a  building  is  not 
served  by  a  side  or  rear  lane,  one  side  yard 
shall  be  at  least  ten  feet  in  width  and 
unobstructed  and  open  to  the  sky: 

(/)  On  a  corner  lot  at  the  rear  of  which  are 
lots  fronting  on  the  flanking  street,  the  yard 
paralleling  and  adjacent  to  the  flanking 
street  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty-five  feet 
wide  and  shall  extend  the  full  depth  of  the 
lot,  unless  otherwise  permitted  by  the  Board 
of  Appeal  with  the  consent  of  the  Minister 
of  Public  Works,  in  which  case  it  shall  be 
not  less  than  twelve  and  a  half  feet  wide: 

(g)  A  front  yard  shall  be  provided  not  less  than 
twenty-five  feet  in  depth. 

24.  In  a  “  B  ”  Residence  class  district: — 

(1)  No  person  shall  use  land  for  purposes  other 
than: — 

(a)  Uses  permitted  in  “A”  Residence  class  dis¬ 
tricts: 

(b)  Two-family  residences  and  multiple  dwell¬ 
ings. 

(2)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (1)  hereof, 
uses,  height,  area,  and  yard  spaces  shall  conform 
to  the  provisions  of  Regulation  23. 

(3)  A  building  to  be  used  as  a  single-family 
residence  shall  have  a  floor  area  of  at  least  five 
hundred  square  feet;  a  building  to  be  used  as  a 
two-family  residence  or  multiple  dwelling  shall 
have  a  floor  area  of  at  least  four  hundred  square 
feet  per  housekeeping  unit. 

25.  In  a  commercial  class  district: — 

( 1 )  Land  may  be  used  for  the  purposes  per¬ 
mitted  in  rural  and  “  B  ”  Residence  class  districts 
and  which  conform  to  the  height,  area,  and  yard 
requirements  of  Regulation  24,  or  for  retail  stores 
and  similar  commercial  uses,  offices,  and  service- 
stations,  but  not  for  industrial  establishments  em¬ 
ploying  more  than  six  permanent  employees,  or 
fruit  processing  or  packing  or  similar  plants,  or 
other  uses  not  deemed  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  to 
come  within  the  meaning  of  the  term  “  commercial 
uses.” 

(2)  Where  a  building  hereafter  is  erected  or 
converted  for  retail  or  other  commercial  or  busi¬ 
ness  purposes  where  there  is  no  public  lane  giving 
access  to  the  rear  of  the  building,  provision  shall 
be  made  for  such  access  by  means  of  a  yard  so  that 
loading  and  unloading  operations  shall  be  con¬ 
ducted  off  the  public  highway. 

(3)  The  height  of  any  building  hereafter  erected 
shall  be  not  more  than  thirty-five  feet. 

(4)  For  the  purpose  of  Regulation  27  hereof,  in 
the  case  of  a  building  to  be  erected  on  a  corner 
lot,  other  than  one  permitted  in  Regulations  22, 
23,  and  24  hereof,  each  wall  facing  a  street  shall 
be  deemed  a  main  front  wall. 
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26.  In  an  industrial  class  district,  any  lawful 
use  is  permitted;  provided,  however,  that  any  build¬ 
ings  used  for  human  habitation  shall  conform  to 
Regulations  12  and  24  hereof;  and  further  pro¬ 
vided  that  no  building  and  no  land  shall  be  used 
for  any  business  or  industry  which  is  obnoxious  by 
reason  of  the  emission  of  smoke,  gas,  fumes,  noise, 
or  odour  without  the  consent  of  the  Local  Board 
of  Health  as  prescribed  in  the  “  Health  Act.” 

27.  (1)  No  person  shall  erect  a  building  on  a 
lot  so  that  any  main  front  wall,  other  than  pro¬ 
jecting  steps,  will  be  nearer  to  the  street  in  front 
than  twenty-five  feet,  unless  otherwise  permitted 
by  the  Board  of  Appeal  with  the  consent  of  the 
Minister  of  Public  Works. 

(2)  Side  yards  shall  be  unoccupied  and  unob¬ 
structed  by  buildings. 

28.  The  height  limitations  contained  herein  shall 
not  apply  to  windmills,  silos,  grain-elevators,  and 
similar  structures,  nor  shall  they  apply  to  chimneys, 
towers,  and  spires  occupying  less  than  seven  per 
cent  of  the  site  area. 

29.  (1)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Regu¬ 
lations  22,  23,  24,  25,  and  26  hereof,  a  tourist  camp 
may  be  established  in  any  district  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeal,  but  no  part  shall 
be  used  as  a  permanent  residence  unless  it  com¬ 
plies  wtih  the  height,  yard,  and  area  requirements 
of  Regulation  23  hereof. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Appeal  may  permit  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  an  outdoor  theatre  in  any  district  except 
residential;  provided,  however,  that  the  said  Board 
may  impose  such  requirements  as  it  thinks  fit  as  a 
condition  of  such  permission. 

(3)  No  soil  or  gravel  shall  be  removed  from,  or 
garbage  or  industrial  waste  deposited  on,  any  lands 
in  the  area  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of 
Appeal,  which  may  state  the  terms  and  conditions 
on  which  the  consent  is  granted. 

30.  (1)  Any  use  of  land  or  buildings  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  Regulations  22  to  29,  inclusive, 
but  which  existed  prior  to  the  coming  into  effect  of 
these  regulations,  may  be  continued,  unless  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Medical  Health  Officer  and  the 
Inspector  such  continuance  is  prejudicial  to  public 
health  or  safety. 

(2)  No  non-conforming  use  which  has  been  dis¬ 
continued  for  thirty  days  shall  be  renewed. 

(3)  The  lawful  use  of  a  building  existing  before 
the  coming  into  effect  of  these  regulations,  although 
such  use  does  not  conform  to  the  provisions  of 
Regulations  22  to  29,  inclusive,  may  be  extended 
throughout  the  building,  but  no  structural  altera¬ 
tions  shall  be  made  nor  shall  the  non-conforming 
use  be  carried  beyond  the  limits  of  the  existing 
building. 

Removal  of  Buildings 

31.  If  the  Inspector  is  notified  by  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  having  jurisdiction  in  the  area  that 
any  building  is  dangerous  to  health,  the  Inspector 
shall  so  notify  the  owner  of  the  land,  and  may 
either: — 

(a)  Require  the  owner  to  put  the  building  in  a 
safe  condition  within  the  period  of  time 
limited  in  the  order;  or 

( b )  Require  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  build¬ 
ing  to  vacate  it  within  thirty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  order,  and  he  may  also  order 
the  owner  to  demolish  the  building  within 
a  time  limited  in  the  order. 

A ppeal 

32.  (1)  Except  in  the  case  of  subdivision  re¬ 
quirements  in  respect  of  which  provision  for  appeal 
is  made  in  the  “  Land  Registry  Act,”  any  person 
who  considers  that  any  decision  of  the  Inspector 
made  pursuant  to  these  regulations  will  cause  him 
undue  hardship  shall  have  a  right  of  appeal  by  way 
of  a  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

(2)  Any  person  exercising  the  right  of  appeal 
shall  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Appeal 
within  ten  days  of  the  giving  of  any  decision  under 
the  foregoing  regulations  a  written  notice  of  appeal 
therefrom,  which  shall  state  clearly  the  grounds 
upon  which  the  appeal  is  made.  The  appellant 
shall  therein  give  an  address  to  which  all  notices 
may  be  mailed. 


(3)  The  Secretary  shall  notify  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Appeal  of  the  notice  of  appeal,  and 
the  Chairman  shall  set  a  date  for  the  hearing  of 
the  appeal,  which  shall  be  within  ten  days  of  the 
filing  of  the  notice  thereof.  Four  days’  notice  of 
the  hearing  shall  be  mailed  by  the  Secretary,  by 
registered  mail,  to  the  appellant  at  the  address 
given  in  the  notice  of  appeal.  Other  persons  may 
be  notified  of  the  hearing  as  directed  by  the  Chair¬ 
man.  Where  the  appeal  is  for  permission  to 
establish  a  tourist  camp  as  provided  in  section  29 
hereof,  the  Chairman  shall  designate  the  owners  of 
land  adjacent  to  the  land  referred  to  in  the  appeal 
whom  he  deems  might  be  affected  by  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  tourist  camp,  and  the  Secretary  shall 
notify  such  persons  of  the  hearing. 

33.  (1)  The  Board  of  Appeal  shall  consist  of 
five  members  who  shall  hold  office  for  two  years 
only,  unless  reappointed.  Each  member  shall  be 
a  resident  registered  land-owner  in  the  area  and 
shall  be  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  by  the 
Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs  upon  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  resident  land-owners  in  the  area. 
The  Board  shall  be  presided  over  by  a  chairman  to 
be  chosen  annually  by  the  members  thereof. 

(2)  If  a  member  of  the  Board  dies,  resigns,  or 
is  removed  from  office,  the  Minister  of  Municipal 
Affairs  shall  appoint  a  member  to  serve  for  the 
unexpired  portion  of  the  term  of  the  former  mem¬ 
ber,  and  until  such  appointment  the  remaining 
members  shall  constitute  the  Board. 

(3)  Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

34.  The  Board  of  Appeal  may  hear  witnesses  and 
take  any  other  steps  it  may  consider  necessary  to 
ensure  a  proper  consideration. 

35.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  shall 
have  authority  to  administer  oaths  to  the  witnesses 
on  the  appeal. 

36.  In  disposing  of  appeals,  the  Board  of  Appeal 
may  make  such  relaxations  of  these  regulations,  or 
of  any  order  issued  pursuant  to  these  regulations, 
as  the  Board  of  Appeal  considers  necessary  to 
ensure  substantial  justice,  except  that  a  change  of 
classification  of  any  district  or  part  thereof  or  a 
change  in  the  use  permitted  in  a  district  may  be 
made  only  by  the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

37.  The  decision  in  writing  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  attending  a 
regularly  called  meeting  shall  be  the  decision  of 
the  Board,  and  the  Board  shall  not  be  required  to 
readjudicate  the  same  appeal  on  the  same  set  of 
facts. 

38.  Where  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeal 
relaxes  any  of  the  regulations  herein,  it  shall  be 
competent  for  the  Inspector  to  issue  a  permit  or 
an  order  conforming  to  said  decision. 

39.  The  Inspector  shall  act  as  Secretary  to  the 
Board  of  Appeal  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  all  meetings  of  said  Board.  He  shall 
forward  a  copy  of  the  decision  of  the  Board  in 
respect  to  any  appeal  to  the  appellant  concerned. 

Penalty 

40.  Any  person  failing  to  carry  out  any  pro¬ 
visions  of  an  order  issued  pursuant  to  these  regu¬ 
lations  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  and  shall  be 
liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  ten  days 
or  part  thereof  such  violation  continues.

SCHEDULE  B 

J.  General. — Whenever  a  street  or  common  sewer  is  not 
available,  any  sanitary  house  sewer  shall  be  connected  to  a 
private  sewage-disposal  system.  Such  system  shall  consist  of 
a  septic  tank  with  a  tile  disposal-field  or  other  approved 
means  of  disposal. 

2.  Location. — Any  septic  or  other  sewage-disposal  tank 
shall  be  located  outside  and  be  separated  from  any  wall  of 
a  dwelling-house.  Any  disposal-field  or  area  shall  be  located 
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as  far  as  practicable  from  any  dwelling,  and  in  no  case  shall 
disposal-tiles  be  nearer  at  any  point  than  ten  feet  to  any 
dwelling.  No  seepage-disposal  system  shall  be  so  located 
that  it  is  liable  to  contaminate  any  existing  domestic  water- 
supply,  nor  shall  it  be  located  under  any  roadway  or  traffic- 
way. 

3.  Materials. — The  walls  and  floors  of  any  septic  tank  or 
other  sewage  disposal  tank  shall  be  of  substantial  water  tight 


SCHEDULE  C 
Permit  and  Inspection  Fees 

The  fee  required  to  be  paid  by  an  applicant  lor  a  building 
or  other  permit  referred  to  in  Regulation  11  of  the  regula¬ 
tions  applying  to  the  Thetis  Regulated  Area  shall  be  as 
follows: — 


construction. 

4.  Capacity. — No  septic  tank  or  other  sewage  disposal  tank 
shall  have  a  capacity,  below  the  invert  of  the  outlet  pipe,  of 
less  than  four  hundred  gallons,  and  shall  be  constructed 
according  to  plans  and  specifications  to  be  seen  in  or  obtained 
from  the  office  of  the  Inspector,  or  shall  be  constructed 
according  to  other  specifications  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  the  Inspector. 

Adequate  provision  shall  be  made  for  any  condition  that 
may  result  in  a  flow  of  sewage  greater  than  four  hundred 
gallons  per  day  in  any  dwelling  or  fifteen  gallons  per  person 
per  day  in  any  school  or  similar  establishment.  When  com¬ 
putations  or  assumptions  are  made  as  to  the  expected  flow 
of  sewage,  the  septic  tank  shall  be  sufficiently  large  to  allow 
a  detention  period  of  twenty-four  hours,  and  shall  contain 
in  addition  a  reasonable  space  for  sludge  storage. 

5.  Design. — The  digestion  or  treatment  and  dosing  cham¬ 
bers  of  any  septic  tank  or  other  sewage-disposal  tank  shall 
be  securely  covered  with  concrete,  metal,  or  wood,  and  shall 
be  provided  with  adequate  means  of  access. 

The  depth  of  the  digestion-chamber  shall  not  be  less  than 
forty-two  inches  below  the  level  of  the  liquid  outflow. 
A  space  of  at  least  twelve  inches  shall  be  provided  above  the 
level  of  liquid  outflow,  for  scum  formation  and  gas  escape. 

The  inlet  and  outlet  pipes  shall  be  of  a  size  not  less  than 
that  of  the  sewer  served,  and  shall  be  so  provided  with 
baffle-plates  or  with  inverted  sanitary  tee-fittings  as  to  pre¬ 
vent  any  excess  turbulence  or  disturbance  of  the  scum.  The 
outlet  baffle  or  tee-fitting  shall  extend  not  less  than  six  inches 
above  and  fifteen  inches  below  the  water-line.  The  inlet  tee- 
fitting  or  baffle  shall  extend  several  inches  above  and  ten  to 
fifteen  inches  below  the  water-level  in  the  tank.  The  level  of 
the  outlet  shall  be  two  to  four  inches  below  that  of  the  inlet. 

6.  Dosing-chambers.— Any  septic  tank  or  other  sewage- 
disposal  tank  of  more  than  four  hundred  gallons  capacity 
and  discharging  into  a  sub-surface  tile  disposal-field  or  sand 
filter  shall  be  provided  with  a  dosing-chamber  of  liquid 
capacity  of  at  least  one-tenth  that  of  the  treatment-tank. 

7.  Dosing-siphons.  —  Dosing-chambers  shall  be  provided 
with  siphons  or  other  discharging  devices,  and  shall  be  auto¬ 
matic  unless  other  means  are  provided  for  their  proper 
operation.  Such  siphons  or  other  discharging  devices  shall 
be  made  of  corrosion-resistant  material. 

8.  Storm  Water. — Surface  or  storm  water  shall  not  be 
drained  into  any  private  sanitary  sewage-disposal  system. 

9.  Capacity  of  Tile  Disposal-field. — In  assessing  the  capac¬ 
ity  of  any  private  sub-surface  disposal-field  for  sewage, 
consideration  shall  be  given  to  the  character  of  the  soil  and 
the  capacity  of  the  dosing-chamber. 

The  length  of  open-joint  tiling  shall  be  not  less  than  sixty 
lineal  feet  per  dwelling  in  porous  soils,  and  shall  be  increased 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  bedrooms  in  excess  of  two 
and  not  more  than  five  at  the  minimum  rate  of  eighteen 
lineal  feet  per  bedroom. 

For  schools  and  similar  establishments  whose  daily  require¬ 
ments  are  of  limited  duration,  the  length  of  open-joint  tiling 
shall  be  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  sixty  lineal  feet. 

The  volume  of  the  disposal-tile  and  feeder-pipes  shall  in 
no  case  be  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  per  cent  of  the 
discharge  volume  of  the  dosing-chamber. 

10.  Tile  Disposal-field  in  Impervious  Soil. — No  sub-surface 
sewage  irrigation  field  shall  be  constructed  in  clay  or  other 
heavy  or  impervious  soil  unless  porous  filtration  media  and 
adequate  drainage  are  provided  by  removing  such  impervious 
soil  and  replacing  it  with  porous  filtering  material,  such  as 
coarse  sand,  gravel,  cinders,  or  broken  stone,  to  a  depth 
below  the  bottom  of  the  disposal-tile  of  not  less  than 
eighteen  inches  and  preferably  not  less  than  twenty-four 
inches. 

11.  Size  of  Open-joint  Tile  and  Method  of  Laying. — Ordi¬ 
nary  field  drainage-tile  of  a  size  not  less  than  four  inches 
shall  be  used.  They  shall  be  laid  on  a  firm  base  of  broken 
stone,  gravel,  or  on  tile  supports,  and  shall  have  a  depth  of 
cover  not  less  than  twelve  inches  nor  greater  than  twenty- 
four  inches.  Open  joints  of  one-eighth  to  three-eighths  inch 
shall  be  left  between  tiles,  and  the  upper  half  of  such  joints 
shall  be  covered  by  tarred  paper,  broken  tile,  or  other 
approved  protection.  The  tile-trench  shall  be  back-filled 
with  coarse  sand,  gravel,  cinders,  or  broken  stone  of  particle 
size  not  greater  than  one-half  inch  in  any  dimension  to  a 
depth  of  six  inches  over  the  top  and  around  the  sides  of  the 
tile  wherever  the  soil  is  less  porous  than  coarse  sand  or 
gravel.  Tiling  shall  not  be  laid  under  any  roadway  or 
traffic-way. 

12.  Grade  of  Tiling. — The  open-joint  tiling  shall  be  laid  at 
a  small  uniform  down  grade  not  exceeding  two  inches  per 
one  hundred  feet. 

13.  Lateral  Branches  of  Tiling. — Lateral  branches  of  open- 
joint  tiling  shall  be  not  less  than  three  feet  apart  and  shall 
be  connected  to  the  liquid-effluent  pipe  or  to  a  header  by 
sewer-pipe  branch  fittings.  Header-pipes  shall  be  of  a 
quality  equal  to  that  required  for  house  sewer-pipes.

3.  The  members  of  the  first  Council  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Municipality  shall  be  Battleman  Milton  Mac¬ 
Intyre,  Robert  Stewart  Lyon,  John  Stuart  Penman 
Johnson,  Edward  Thomas  Bernier,  and  William 
George  Harris.  The  aforementioned  Councillors 
shall  elect  a  chairman  from  their  own  number  at 
the  first  meeting  of  Council  who  shall  be  Reeve. 
The  first  Council  shall  hold  office  until  their  suc¬ 
cessors  are  elected  and  take  office.  The  first  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Council  herein  appointed  shall  be  held  at 
the  Scout  Hall  in  Dwight  Hall  on  Monday,  the 
seventeenth  day  of  October,  a.d.

4.  The  elected  Council  shall  consist  of  a  Reeve 
to  be  elected  from  the  District  Municipality  at 
large  and  nine  (9)  Councillors  to  be  elected  in  the 
proportion  of  two  (2)  Councillors  from  the  area 
known  as  Cranberry  Lake,  two  (2)  Councillors 
from  the  area  known  as  Powell  River  Townsite, 
four  (4)  Councillors  from  the  area  known  as  West- 
view,  and  one  (1)  Councillor  from  the  area  known 
as  Wildwood,  the  said  areas  comprising  those  tracts 
of  land  separately  described  in  clauses  (a),  ( b ), 
(c),  and  (d)  respectively  of  section  4  of  the 
“  Powell  River  Incorporation  Act.”  Six  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

5.  The  Council  may  by  by-law,  at  any  time  after 
the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  a.d.  1960,  if  em¬ 
powered  so  to  do  by  a  referendum  to  the  electors 
in  the  District  Municipality  at  large,  declare  sec¬ 
tion  4  of  these  Letters  Patent  and  section  10  of 
the  “  Powell  River  Incorporation  Act  ”  to  be  no 
longer  in  force,  and  the  Council  shall  thereafter 
be  elected  from  the  District  Municipality  at  large. 

6.  If,  at  any  time  before  the  passing  of  a  by¬ 
law  as  provided  in  section  5  of  these  Letters  Patent, 
no  more  candidates  stand  nominated  for  Council¬ 
lors  in  any  of  the  four  areas  herein  defined  than 
there  are  Councillors  to  be  elected  in  any  such 
area,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  forthwith  declare 
the  candidates  so  nominated  to  be  elected. 

7.  John  Harper,  31  Willingdon  Avenue,  West- 
view,  B.C.,  shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  for  the 
election  of  the  first  elected  Council  of  the  District 
Municipality;  and  the  Returning  Officer  shall  ap¬ 
point  Deputy  Returning  Officers,  poll  clerks,  con¬ 
stables,  and  such  other  officers  as  he  shall  deem 
necessary  for  taking  the  poll  and  for  maintaining 
order  at  the  polling-stations  during  the  election. 
If  John  Harper  is  incapacitated  from  fulfilling  his 
duties  under  these  Letters  Patent,  the  appointed 
Council  shall  appoint  a  person  to  act  in  his  place. 

8.  ( 1 )  Those  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  the  first 
election  shall  be: — 

(a)  Any  male  or  female  or  any  corporation 
being  the  owner  of  land  or  land  and  im¬ 
provements  in  the  District  Municipality: 
Provided  that  no  homesteader  or  pre-emptor 
shall  be  entitled  to  have  his  or  her  name 
entered  on  the  list  of  voters  in  respect  of 
any  land  within  the  District  Municipality 
unless  he  or  she  has  made  improvements 
upon  the  land  of  the  value  of  not  less  than 
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two  hundred  dollars;  and  provided  further 
that  any  male  or  female  shall  be  a  British 
subject  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years: 

( b )  Any  male  or  female,  being  a  British  subject 
of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  is 
the  spouse  of  an  owner  of  land  or  land  and 
improvements  in  the  District  Municipality 
and  who  has  filed  with  the  Returning  Officer 
a  declaration  to  that  effect  on  or  before  the 
fourteenth  day  of  November,  a.d.  1955: 
Provided  that  the  spouse  of  a  homesteader 
or  pre-emptor  shall  not  be  entitled  to  have 
his  or  her  name  entered  on  the  list  of  voters 
unless  the  homesteader  or  pre-emptor  has 
made  improvements  upon  his  land  of  the 
value  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars: 

(c)  Any  male  or  female,  being  a  British  subject 
of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  any 
corporation  carrying  on  business  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Municipality  and  being  the  holder  of  a 
subsisting  trade  licence,  the  annual  fee  for 
which  is  not  less  than  five  dollars,  who  has 
filed  with  the  Returning  Officer  a  declaration 
to  that  effect  on  or  before  the  fourteenth 
day  of  November,  a.d.  1955: 

(d)  Any  male  or  female,  being  a  British  subject 
of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  is 
a  member  of  a  partnership  carrying  on  busi¬ 
ness  in  the  District  Municipality  and  being 
the  holder  of  a  subsisting  trade  licence,  the 
annual  fee  for  which  is  not  less  than  five 
dollars  for  each  partner  who  is  a  British 
subject  and  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one 
years  and  who  has  filed  with  the  Returning 
Officer  a  declaration  to  that  effect  on  or 
before  the  fourteenth  day  of  November, 
a.d.  1955: 

( e )  Any  male  or  female,  being  a  British  subject 
of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  is 
a  householder  within  the  area  comprising 
the  District  Municipality  and  who  has  filed 
with  the  Returning  Officer  a  declaration  to 
that  effect  on  or  before  the  fourteenth  day 
of  November,  a.d.  1955. 

(2)  A  corporation  shall  vote  only  by  its  duly 
authorized  agent,  whose  authority  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Returning  Officer  on  or  before  the  four¬ 
teenth  day  of  November,  a.d.  1955,  and  who  shall 
be  a  resident  of  the  Province  and  a  British  subject 
of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section: — 

( a )  The  word  “  owner  ”  shall  have  the  meaning 
assigned  to  that  word  by  the  “  Municipal 
Act  ”  and  reference  shall  be  had  to  the 
records  of  the  Land  Registry  Office  as  of  the 
fourteenth  day  of  November,  a.d.  1955: 

( b )  The  words  “homesteader”  and  “house¬ 
holder  ”  and  “  pre-emptor  ”  shall  have  the 
meaning  assigned  to  those  words  by  the 
“Municipal  Elections  Act”:  Provided  that 
residence  within  the  area  now  included  in 
the  District  Municipality  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  residence  in  the  “  municipality  ”  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  said  Act. 

(4)  The  declarations  filed  under  subsection  (1) 
shall  be  in  the  forms  prescribed  for  the  correspond¬ 
ing  qualifications  in  the  “  Municipal  Elections  Act  ” 
with  such  modifications  to  meet  the  circumstances 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Returning  Officer. 

9.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  prepare  a  list  of 
voters  for  the  first  election  in  the  District  Munici¬ 
pality  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
10  of  these  Letters  Patent. 

10.  (1)  (a)  Unless  and  until  a  by-law  is  passed 
pursuant  to  section  5  of  these  Letters  Patent,  the 
list  of  voters  for  the  first  and  all  subsequent  elec¬ 
tions  in  the  District  Municipality  shall  be  divided 
into  four  parts  applicable  respectively  to  the  areas 
hereinbefore  described  as  Cranberry  Lake,  Powell 
River  Townsite,  Westview,  and  Wildwood. 

( b )  There  shall  be  set  out  in  each  part  of  the 
list  of  voters  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
subsections  (2)  to  (5),  inclusive,  in  alphabetical 
order,  the  names,  addresses,  and  qualifications  of 
the  persons  entitled  to  vote  in  the  District  Munici¬ 
pality. 


(2)  (a)  A  spouse  shall  be  entered  on  that  part 
of  the  list  of  voters  for  the  area  in  which  he  or  she 
resides. 

( b )  A  householder  shall  be  entered  on  that  part 
of  the  list  of  voters  for  the  area  in  which  he  or  she 
resides. 

(c)  A  holder  of  a  trade  licence  shall  be  entered 
on  that  part  of  the  list  of  voters  for  the  area  in 
which  such  licence-holder  carries  on  business. 

(d)  A  member  of  a  partnership  which  is  the 
holder  of  a  trade  licence  shall  be  entered  on  that 
part  of  the  list  of  voters  for  the  area  in  which  the 
partnership  carries  on  business. 

(e)  An  owner  of  land  shall  be  entered  on  the 
part  of  the  list  of  voters  for  the  area  in  which  such 
owner  has  the  largest  amount  of  property  in  as¬ 
sessed  value. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  subsec¬ 
tion  (2): — 

(a)  A  licence-holder  or  a  member  of  a  partner¬ 
ship  which  is  a  licence-holder,  being  quali¬ 
fied  to  vote  as  such  in  more  than  one  of  the 
said  areas,  shall  be  entered  on  that  part  of 
the  list  of  voters  for  the  area  selected  by  the 
voter  by  written  application,  and  in  default 
of  such  application  at  the  time  of  the  closing 
of  the  list  of  voters,  the  Returning  Officer 
or  Clerk  shall  make  such  selection: 

( b )  An  owner  of  land  being  qualified  to  vote 
as  such  in  more  than  one  of  the  said  areas 
upon  application  to  the  Returning  Officer 
or  Clerk  may  have  the  name  of  such  owner 
entered  on  that  part  of  the  list  of  voters  for 
any  area  in  which  such  owner  is  qualified. 

(4)  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  have  his  or 
her  name  twice  entered  on  the  list  of  voters  for  any 
year  as  a  voter  in  the  municipality  except  that  a 
voter  otherwise  qualified  and  entered  may  be 
entered  and  may  vote  as  the  agent  of  one  or  more 
corporations. 

(5)  For  the  purposes  of  the  first  election  a  per¬ 
son  who  is  qualified  to  vote  as  an  owner  in  more 
than  one  of  the  areas  shall  be  entered  on  the  list 
of  voters  for  the  area  selected  by  such  person  by 
notice  in  writing  to  the  Returning  Officer  prior  to 
the  closing  of  the  list  of  voters,  or,  in  default  of 
such  selection,  for  the  area  to  be  determined  by 
the  Returning  Officer. 

11.  The  list  of  voters  shall  be  closed  at  five 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  fourteenth  day  of 
November,  a.d.  1955. 

12.  (1)  (a)  The  Returning  Officer,  on  or  be¬ 
fore  the  twenty-third  day  of  November,  a.d.  1955, 
shall  post  a  copy  of  the  list  of  voters  near  or  upon 
a  public  place  in  each  of  the  areas  referred  to  in 
subsection  (1)  of  section  10  of  these  Letters  Patent. 

( b )  With  each  copy  of  the  list  of  voters  so 
posted  the  Returning  Officer  shall  post  a  notice 
stating  the  time  and  place  of  the  sitting  of  the 
Court  of  Revision. 

(2)  At  least  three  days  prior  to  the  sitting  of 
the  Court  of  Revision  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
cause  to  be  advertised  in  one  issue  of  a  newspaper 
published  or  circulating  in  the  District  Municipality 
a  notice  stating  the  time  and  place  of  the  sitting  of 
the  said  Court. 

13.  (1)  The  Council  shall  sit  as  a  Court  of  Re¬ 
vision  for  the  said  list  of  voters  on  Wednesday,  the 
thirtieth  day  of  November,  a.d.  1955,  at  a  place  to 
be  named  by  the  Returning  Officer,  and  the  list  as 
certified  by  the  Court  of  Revision  shall  be  the  list 
of  voters  for  the  District  Municipality  for  all  pur¬ 
poses  until  another  list  is  prepared  in  accordance 
with  the  “  Municipal  Elections  Act  ”  and  section  10 
of  these  Letters  Patent. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  the  first  list  of  voters 
the  date  “  thirtieth  day  of  November  ”  referred  to 
in  section  18  of  the  “Municipal  Elections  Act” 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  tenth  day  of  December, 
a.d.  1955. 

14.  The  revised  and  certified  list  of  voters  shall 
be  open  to  inspection  to  any  person  between  the 
hours  of  nine  o’clock  a.m.  and  five  o’clock  p.m., 
Monday  to  Friday,  inclusive,  during  the  week  im¬ 
mediately  following  the  sitting  of  the  Court  of 
Revision  at  a  public  place  in  the  District  Munici¬ 
pality  as  determined  by  the  Returning  Officer. 
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15.  (1)  The  Returning  Officer  shall  post  a  copy 
of  the  revised  list  of  voters  near  or  upon  a  public 
place  in  each  of  the  areas  referred  to  in  subsection 

(1)  of  section  10  of  these  Letters  Patent,  and 
these  lists  shall  remain  posted  until  the  day  of  the 

election.  ,  ,  „  , 

(2)  Each  copy  of  the  list  so  posted  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  notice  stating  the  place  where 
the  revised  and  certified  list  is  available  for  inspec¬ 
tion. 

16.  The  persons  qualified  for  Reeve  and  for 
Councillors  at  the  first  election  shall  be  those  whose 
names  appear  on  the  revised  list  of  voters  as 
owners  of  land  or  land  and  improvements. 

17.  (1)  The  provisions  of  section  440  of  the 
“  Municipal  Act  ”  shall  apply  in  so  far  as  they  are 
not  inconsistent  with  these  Letters  Patent:  Pro¬ 
vided  that  the  Commissioners  shall  be  elected  from 
the  District  Municipality  at  large. 

(2)  The  appointed  Council  shall  be  and  is  here¬ 
by  empowered  to  enter  into  any  agreement  or  con¬ 
tract  with  the  Attorney-General  as  is  mutually  ac¬ 
ceptable  for  the  proper  policing  and  administration 
of  justice  in  the  District  Municipality  for  such 
period  as  is  deemed  necessary. 

18.  The  nominations  for  the  first  elected  Council 
shall  be  held  at  the  office  of  the  District  Munici¬ 
pality  on  Thursday,  the  eighth  day  of  December, 
a.d.  1955,  between  the  hours  of  ten  o'clock  a.m. 
and  twelve  o’clock  noon. 

19.  The  polling  for  the  first  election,  if  any,  shall, 
subject  to  section  22  of  the  “  Municipal  Elections 
Act,”  be  held  on  Saturday,  the  seventeenth  day  of 
December,  a.d.  1955,  between  the  hours  of  eight 
o'clock  a.m.  and  eight  o’clock  p.m.  at  such  places 
in  each  of  the  areas  referred  to  in  subsection  (1) 
of  section  10  of  these  Letters  Patent  as  determined 
by  the  Returning  Officer. 

20.  For  the  first  election  not  less  than  seven  days’ 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  nomination  and  of 
the  holding  of  a  poll,  if  any,  shall  be  given  in  a 
newspaper  published  or  circulating  in  the  District 
Municipality,  and  further  for  the  like  period  shall 
be  posted  at  the  places  determined  pursuant  to  sec¬ 
tion  15  (1)  of  these  Letters  Patent. 

21.  The  first  election  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be 
conducted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Mu¬ 
nicipal  Elections  Act.” 

22.  The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration 
of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot-papers  and  ballot- 
boxes  until  a  Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed  by  the 
elected  Council,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith  deliver 
the  same. 

23.  (1)  The  members  of  the  first  elected  Coun¬ 
cil  shall  hold  office  as  follows,  that  is  to  say: — 

(a)  The  Reeve  until  his  successor  shall  take 
office  following  the  annual  municipal  elec¬ 
tion  in  December,  1957: 

( b )  In  the  areas  known  as  Cranberry  Lake  and 
Powell  River  Townsite,  the  Councillors  re¬ 
ceiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  two 
years,  Councillors  receiving  the  second  high¬ 
est  number  of  votes  for  one  year;  in  the 
area  known  as  Westview  the  two  Councillors 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for 
two  years  and  the  two  Councillors  receiving 
the  next  highest  number  of  votes  for  one 
year;  and  the  Councillor  receiving  the  high¬ 
est  number  of  votes  in  the  area  known  as 
Wildwood  for  two  years. 

(2)  In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  in  any  of 
the  areas  aforesaid  the  Returning  Officer  shall  have 
a  casting  vote  or  votes  to  determine  the  Councillor 
or  Councillors  who  shall  serve  for  the  longer  term. 

(3)  In  case  no  poll  is  necessary  in  any  of  the 
areas  aforesaid  the  Returning  Officer  shall  deter¬ 
mine  which  Councillor  or  Councillors  shall  serve 
for  the  longer  term,  and  the  others  shall  serve  for 
the  shorter  term. 

24.  The  term  of  office  for  Reeve  shall  be  two 
years. 

25.  The  term  of  office  for  all  Councillors  after 
the  first  election  shall  be  two  years,  save  as  is  pro¬ 
vided  in  section  23  ( I )  ( b )  hereof  and  until  a  by¬ 
law  is  passed  as  provided  in  section  5  of  these 
Letters  Patent:  Provided  that  all  terms  of  office 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  terminated  as  of  the  thirty- 


first  day  of  December  after  the  passage  of  such  by¬ 
law.  At  the  first  election  after  the  passage  of  such 
by-law,  nominations  shall  be  held  to  elect  nine  (9) 
Councillors,  and  the  five  (5)  Councillors  receiving 
the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  hold  office  for 
two  years  and  the  remaining  four  (4)  Councillors 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  thereafter  the 
term  of  office  for  all  Councillors  shall  be  two  years. 

26.  The  first  meeting  of  the  first  elected  Council 
shall  be  held  on  Tuesday,  the  third  day  of  January, 
a.d.  1956,  at  the  hour  and  place  determined  by  the 
Reeve  of  the  appointed  Council. 

27.  The  Provincial  Assessor  for  Comox  Assess¬ 
ment  District  of  the  Province  shall  be  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Assessor  for  all  purposes  relating  to  the  assess¬ 
ment  roll  of  the  District  Municipality  for  the  year 
1956  upon  which  real-property  taxation  will  be 
imposed. 

28.  The  Letters  Patent  of  The  Corporation  of 
the  Village  of  Cranberry  Lake,  The  Corporation  of 
the  Village  of  Westview,  the  Cranberry  Water¬ 
works  District,  the  Westview  Light,  Power  and 
Waterworks  District,  and  the  Wildwood  Light, 
Water  and  Sewerage  District  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  “  the  Corporations  ”)  are  hereby  recalled  and 
the  Corporations  dissolved. 

29.  ( 1 )  The  real  and  personal  property,  includ¬ 
ing  taxes,  rates,  charges,  fees,  tolls,  licence  fees, 
debts,  and  moneys  due,  owing,  or  payable  to  or 
assessed  or  levied  by  each  of  the  Corporations  are 
hereby  vested  in  the  District  Municipality. 

(2)  The  Council  of  the  District  Municipality  is 
hereby  empowered  by  by-law  to  do  all  necessary 
acts  and  things  to  effect  transfer  to  the  District 
Municipality  of  all  estate  or  interest  in  or  to  the 
real  and  personal  property  of  each  of  the  Cor¬ 
porations. 

30.  There  is  hereby  preserved  to  the  District 
Municipality  all  remedies  of  the  Corporations  re¬ 
spectively  for  the  collection  of  any  taxes,  rates, 
charges,  fees,  tolls,  licence  fees,  debts,  and  moneys 
due,  owing,  or  payable  to  or  assessed  or  levied  by 
each  of  the  Corporations. 

31.  The  District  Municipality  shall  assume  all 
debts,  liabilities,  obligations,  contracts,  and  duties 
of  each  of  the  Corporations,  including  debentures. 

32.  (1)  The  term  of  office  of  members  of  the 
Councils,  Boards  of  Commissioners,  Boards  of 
Trustees,  and  all  other  administrative  boards  and 
commissions  of  the  Corporations  shall  terminate 
effective  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  a.d.  1955. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  subsec¬ 
tion  (1),  the  District  Municipality  shall  pay  to  the 
members  of  the  Councils,  Boards  of  Commis¬ 
sioners,  Boards  of  Trustees,  and  all  other  adminis¬ 
trative  boards  and  commissions  of  the  Corporations 
the  amount  of  indemnity  payable  as  if  the  term  of 
office  of  such  members  continued  until  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December,  a.d.  1955. 

33.  (1)  The  employment  of  officers,  officials, 
and  regular  employees  of  the  Corporations  shall 
terminate  effective  the  fifteenth  day  of  October, 
a.d.  1955. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  subsec¬ 
tion  (1),  the  District  Municipality  shall  pay  to  the 
officers,  officials,  and  regular  employees  of  the  Cor¬ 
porations  the  amount  of  the  salary  payable  as  if 
such  officers,  officials,  and  regular  employees  were 
employed  until  the  thirty-first  day  of  October,  a.d. 
1955,  or  according  to  the  tenor  of  their  employ¬ 
ment,  except  that  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  any 
payment  under  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  in 
respect  of  any  period  of  employment  by  the  District 
Municipality. 

34.  All  licences  heretofore  issued  by  the  Cor¬ 
porations  or  the  Province  shall  be  valid  in  the 
District  Municipality  until  the  expiration  of  the 
period  named  in  the  licence. 

35.  At  any  time  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  June, 
a.d.  1956,  the  Council  may  by  by-law  incur  liabili¬ 
ties  by  borrowing  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  allowed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  business 
of  the  District  Municipality  until  current  revenues 
are  available  for  that  purpose.  Any  liability  so 
incurred  shall  be  repaid  at  the  latest  out  of  revenue 
for  the  year  1956.

36.  (1)  In  order  that  the  District  Municipality, 
during  its  initial  period  of  growth,  may  meet  its 
requirements  for  heavy  capital  outlays,  including 
those  for  local  improvements  or  services,  the  Coun¬ 
cil  may,  prior  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  a.d. 
1958,  by  by-law  passed  in  accordance  with  sections 
186  to  191  of  the  “Municipal  Act,”  and  notwith¬ 
standing  the  provisions  of  clause  (a)  of  section 
106  of  that  Act,  borrow,  by  the  issue  and  sale  of 
debentures,  such  amount  or  amounts  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  but  so  that  the  total  principal 
amount  of  all  such  debentures  outstanding  at  one 
time,  except  for  works  of  local  improvement  and 
school  purposes,  shall  not  exceed  twenty  per 
centum  of  the  total  of: — 

(a)  The  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  land  and 
improvements  within  the  District  Munici¬ 
pality  according  to  the  last  revised  assess¬ 
ment  roll;  and 

(/>)  The  matters  specified  in  paragraph  (ii)  of 
clause  (a)  of  section  106  of  the  “  Municipal 
Act.” 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  subsection  ( 1 ),  if  debts 
for  works  of  local  improvement  and  for  school  pur¬ 
poses  have  been  merged  with  other  debts  for  the 
purpose  of  a  refunding,  there  may  be  deducted 
from  the  amount  of  such  refunding  debt  outstand¬ 
ing  the  same  percentage  as  the  local  improvement 
and  school  debts  bore  to  the  total  debts  refunded. 

(3)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  limit 
the  borrowing  power  of  the  District  Municipality  to 
an  amount  less  than  is  authorized  apart  from  these 
Letters  Patent  and  the  “  Powell  River  Incorpora¬ 
tion  Act.” 

37.  (1)  Within  one  year  from  the  fifteenth  day 
of  October,  a.d.  1955,  or  such  other  period  as  may 
be  fixed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council, 
the  District  Municipality  shall  purchase  from 
Powell  River  Company  Limited,  and  the  Company 
shall  sell  to  the  District  Municipality,  the  property 
described  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  the  “  Powell 
River  Incorporation  Act.” 

(2)  If  the  District  Municipality  and  Powell 
River  Company  Limited  shall  fail  to  agree  within 
the  time  specified  as  to  the  price  and  terms  of  sale 
of  the  property  mentioned  in  subsection  (1),  the 
same  shall  be  determined  pursuant  to  the  “Arbitra¬ 
tion  Act  ”  by  three  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed 
by  each  party  and  the  third  to  be  appointed  by  the 
two  so  appointed. 

(3)  The  money  required  to  discharge  the  in¬ 
debtedness  of  the  District  Municipality  arising 
pursuant  to  subsection  (1)  shall,  to  the  extent  per¬ 
missible,  be  raised  pursuant  to  section  41  as  for  a 
work  or  service  undertaken  by  the  District  Munici¬ 
pality. 

38.  (1)  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  author¬ 
ize  any  person  to  construct  and  maintain  any  work 
on,  under,  or  over  any  public  road,  street,  bridge, 
or  other  highway  within  the  District  Municipality, 
and  the  Crown  shall  be  bound  thereby. 

(2)  If  any  person  making  application  for  the 
consent  of  the  Council  for  carrying  out  the  con¬ 
struction  or  maintenance  of  any  work  as  provided 
in  subsection  (1)  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  con¬ 
sent  has  been  unreasonably  withheld,  he  may 
appeal  to  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  a 
County  Court  Judge,  who  may,  in  his  discretion, 
issue  an  order  directing  that  the  applicant  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  carry  out  the  work,  undertaking,  or  con¬ 
struction  upon  such  conditions  as  may  be  pre¬ 
scribed  in  the  order. 

39.  The  Council  shall  appoint  a  Town  Planning 
Commission  under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Town 
Planning  Act.” 

40.  The  District  Municipality  shall  have  power 
from  time  to  time  to  enter  into  agreements  with 
any  Official  Trustee  or  Board  of  School  Trustees, 
having  jurisdiction  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
the  District  Municipality,  relating  to  the  joint  con¬ 
struction,  use,  and  operation  of  such  public  build¬ 
ings  and  other  public  facilities  for  such  purposes 
and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Council 
and  such  Official  Trustee  or  Board  of  School 
Trustees  may  consider  best  suited  to  the  interest 
of  the  District  Municipality  and  of  the  persons 
residing  therein,  and  such  Official  Trustee  or  Board 
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of  School  Trustees  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Department  of  Education,  have  the  power  to  enter 
into  such  agreements. 

41.  (1)  The  entire  cost  of  any  work  or  service 
undertaken  for  the  special  benefit  of  some  portion 
or  portions  of  the  District  Municipality  shall  be 
raised  by  a  special  rate  upon  the  lands  or  lands  and 
improvements  within  such  portion  or  portions. 

(2)  T  he  Council  shall  not  be  required  to  impose 
any  rate  upon  improvements  under  this  section  by 
reason  that  the  improvements  are  taxed  under  any 
other  by-law  of  the  District  Municipality. 

(3)  The  by-law  authorizing  the  undertaking  of 
the  work  or  service  shall  require  the  assent  of  the 
electors  of  the  portion  or  portions  of  the  District 
Municipality  to  be  specially  benefited  as  set  out  in 
the  by-law,  qualified  pursuant  to  the  requirements 
of  subsection  (2)  of  section  187  of  the  “  Municipal 
Act  ”  on  property  situate  in  such  portion  or  por¬ 
tions. 

(4)  The  by-law  shall  be  voted  upon  in  the 
manner  provided  for  voting  on  ordinary  money  by¬ 
laws  as  provided  in  the  “  Municipal  Act.” 

(5)  This  section  shall  apply  only  where  the  ex¬ 
penditure  involved  exceeds  fifteen  thousand  dollars, 
and  where  the  work  or  service  is  in  the  nature  of: — 

(a)  Opening,  widening,  extending,  grading,  alter¬ 
ing  the  grade  of,  diverting,  paving,  or  im¬ 
proving  a  street: 

( b )  Opening  or  establishing  a  new  street: 

(c)  Constructing  a  bridge  as  part  of  a  street: 

id)  Constructing,  enlarging,  or  extending  a 

sewer: 

( e )  Constructing  a  curbing  or  sidewalk  in,  upon, 
or  along  a  street: 

(/)  Constructing  a  boulevard  where  a  part  of 
a  street  has  been  set  apart  for  the  purposes 
of  a  boulevard: 

(g)  Sodding  any  part  of  and  planting  trees, 
shrubs,  and  plants  upon  and  in  a  street: 

(/?)  Extending  a  system  of  water,  gas,  light, 
heat,  or  power  works  owned  by  the  District 
Municipality,  including  all  such  works  as 
may  be  necessary  for  supplying  water,  gas, 
light,  heat,  or  power  to  the  owners  of  land 
for  whose  benefit  such  extension  is  provided; 
and  the  connection  with  a  system  of  water, 
gas,  light,  heat,  or  power  works  not  owned 
by  the  District  Municipality,  including  all 
such  works  as  may  be  necessary  for  supply¬ 
ing  water,  gas,  light,  heat,  or  power  from 
such  system  with  which  connection  is  made 
to  the  owners  of  land  for  whose  benefit  such 
connection  is  provided: 

(0  Acquiring,  establishing,  laying  out,  and  im¬ 
proving  a  park  or  square  or  a  public  drive: 

(/)  Constructing  and  erecting,  on  any  street  or 
part  of  a  street,  equipment,  plant,  and 
works  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  electric 
light  or  power,  including  standards  and 
underground  conduits  and  wires: 

(k)  Constructing  any  conduit  for  wires  or  pipes 
under  and  along  any  street: 

(/)  The  purchase  of  fire-engines  and  other  ap¬ 
pliances  for  the  purpose  of  fire  protection. 

(6)  Any  person  owning  land  in  the  portion  or 
portions  of  the  District  Municipality  to  be  specially 
assessed  as  defined  in  the  by-law  who  is  aggrieved 
by  reason  that  the  work  or  service  is  not  of  special 
benefit  to  any  portion  of  the  District  Municipality, 
or  that  his  own  land  is  improperly  included  or 
other  land  improperly  excluded  from  the  provisions 
of  the  by-law,  may  appeal  to  a  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  or  to  a  Judge  of  the  County  Court 
at  any  time  up  to  the  expiration  of  the  tenth  day 
after  public  notice  of  the  by-law  has  been  given 
pursuant  to  subsection  (5)  of  section  186  of  the 
“  Municipal  Act.” 

(7)  Notice  of  the  appeal  shall  be  given  in  such 
manner  as  the  Judge  may  prescribe  to  all  persons 
whose  land  is  sought  to  be  added  to  or  excluded 
from  the  portion  or  portions  of  the  District  Mu¬ 
nicipality  defined  in  the  by-law,  and  any  person  to 
whom  such  notice  is  given  and  any  person  ag¬ 
grieved  as  provided  in  subsection  (6)  shall  have  a 
right  to  be  heard  on  the  appeal. 
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(8)  If  on  the  hearing  of  the  appeal  the  Judge  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  work  or  service  is  not  of 
special  benefit  to  any  portion  of  the  Distnct  Mu- 
nicipality,  he  shall  quash  the  by-law;  and  if  he  is 
of  the  opinion  that  any  land  has  been  improperly 
included  in  or  excluded  from  the  by-law,  he  shall 
make  such  amendments  to  the  by-law  as  may  be 
necessary  to  remedy  the  defect. 

(9)  An  appeal  shall  lie  from  the  decision  of  a 
Judge  under  this  section  to  the  Court  of  Appeal, 
but  otherwise  no  proceedings  shall  be  brought  by 
any  person  to  contest  the  validity  of  the  by-law 
either  as  approved  or  as  amended,  as  the  case  may 
be. 

(10)  If  the  by-law  is  amended,  it  shall  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  electors  pursuant  to  subsection  (3) 
after  amendment  before  becoming  operative. 

(11)  A  referendum  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
electors  at  the  time  of  holding  the  annual  municipal 
elections  in  1965  on  the  question  whether  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  section  shall  continue  to  remain  in 
force.  Unless  a  majority  of  the  electors  vote  in 
favour  of  retaining  this  section,  it  shall  cease  to 
be  in  force  on  and  after  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December,  a.d.  1965. 

42.  The  money  required  to  discharge  any  in¬ 
debtedness  of  the  District  Municipality  secured  by 
debentures  issued  by  the  Corporations  shall  be 
raised  as  provided  in  the  by-law  or  by-laws  under 
which  the  debentures  were  issued. 


rules,  and  regulations  shall  be  enforceable  by  the 
District  Municipality  and  its  officials  duly  author¬ 
ized  in  that  behalf. 

45.  No  by-law  or  other  law  or  regulation  of  the 
Council  shall  operate  to  restrict  the  construction, 
maintenance,  and  operation  on  the  mill-site  area 
as  defined  in  the  Fourth  Schedule  of  the  “  Powell 
River  Incorporation  Act  ”  of  pulp,  paper,  or  other 
mills  utilizing  forest  products  or  any  other  indus¬ 
trial  works,  whether  similar  to  the  foregoing  or  not, 
or  to  limit  or  otherwise  control  below  what  is 
economically  feasible,  having  regard  to  the  best 
current  engineering  knowledge  and  practice  in 
Canada  for  mills  and  works  of  similar  size  and 
nature,  the  production  or  emission  from  any  such 
mills  and  works  on  the  mill-site  area  of  odour, 
fumes,  gas,  vapour,  smoke,  dust,  cinders,  vibration, 
electricity,  noise,  or  explosion. 

46.  All  the  provisions  of  the  “  Municipal  Act,” 
the  “  Municipal  Elections  Act,”  the  “  Municipalities 
Incorporation  Act,”  and  of  all  other  Statutes  and 
laws  applicable  to  district  municipalities  shall  apply 
to  The  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Powell  River, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  these  Letters 
Patent  and  the  “  Powell  River  Incorporation  Act.” 

47.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  shall 
have  power  to  issue  such  supplementary  Letters 
Patent  and  such  regulations  and  Orders  in  Council, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  “  Powell 
River  Incorporation  Act,”  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  carry  out  its  true  intent  and  purpose. 


43.  The  Minister  of  Finance  shall  refund  to  the 
District  Municipality  forthwith  or  as  and  when 
received,  whichever  is  later,  all  taxes  levied  under 
the  “  Taxation  Act  ”  on  land  and  improvements 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  District  Mu¬ 
nicipality  during  the  year  1955. 

44.  All  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  of  or 
passed  or  made  by  the  Corporations  in  force  on 
the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  a.d.  1955,  shall  remain 
in  force  and  effect,  according  to  the  tenor  thereof, 
in  respect  of  and  as  applicable  to  the  same  terri¬ 
tories  respectively  to  which  such  by-laws  and  regu¬ 
lations  then  apply,  subject  to  repeal,  amendment, 
or  alteration  by  the  Council  in  so  far  as  is  not 
inconsistent  with  section  42,  and  all  such  by-laws,
